Afterwards 
Mr. Langevin told Mr. Masson ho>as 
authorized by Sir John Macdonald to 
say that ho ( Sir John) was going to 
England, and would settle the ques- 
tion in the sense of an amnesty. Fur- 
ther on Mr. Masson says "subsequent- 
ly I had conversations with Sir John 
and also with Langevin, and each of 
these gentlemen in these conversations 
informed me that Sir John was going 
to England, and that they would re- 
commend tho settling of tho question 
in the sense of an amnesty, and in 
fact it was beyond doubt from what both 
of them said,' that this was to bo the 
lino of action." In view of theso and 
other passages in tho evidence taken 
before tbo Committee, it seems impos- 
sible to doubt that' amnesty was tacitly 
promisod; and having been promised, 
Sir John ought to havo pursued a 
straightforward, manly course and 
fnltilled theso promises. Instead of 
doing that, however, ho seems to havo 
prevaricated and shuillcd from time to 
time in a foolish endeavour to "run 
with thohare andhunt with the hounds; 
and it is not to be wondered at that he 
met with tbo common fate of" falling 
between two stools."

How tli e Case Stands Now. 

Her Majesty's Government consider 
tho objections taken by tho Columbia 
Government in regard to tho Edgar ne- 
gotiations frivolous, and advise that 
objections bo waived and negotiations 
gone on -with, expressing the fullest 
confidenco that tho Dominion Govern- 
ment will do all that could reasonably 
be expected under tho circumstances. 
The Dominion Government have, by 
tho action of tho Columbia Govern- 
ment, been placed in a position which 
precludos them from making any more 
overtures ;and they fool that they would 
be justified in falling back upon the 
original Terms, requiring them to do 
nothing beyond commencing the work 
of railway ' construction at tho sea- 
board of the Mainland, after comple- 
tion of surveys and location of the line, 
carrying on the work as might suit the 
convenience and financial circumstan- 
ces of tho country. It is tho de- 
sire of tho Dominion Government, how- 
ever, to serve and conciliate British 
Columbia as far as possible; and to 
this end thoy stand prepared, havo 
Btood prepared all along, to 
receive and favorably consideij 
any reasonable proposition from 
Columbia. "We have tho best 
reason for stating that a proposition 
embracing Mr. Mackenzie's original 
offer, amplified and implemented so as 
to render it highlv beneficial and ac- 
ceptable to the country, would meet 
with acceptance at Ottawa. But the 
difficulty arises bore: Tbo local Gov- 
ernment slammed tho door in Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's face and shut off negotiations; 
and now tho' only constitutional me- 
dium for negotiating stands in the 
way. After the treatment he met 
with when he approached Columbia 
with a desire to deal not only justly 
but generously, Mr. Mackenzie could 
hajdjy be expected to renew his ad- 
vances. After Mr. Walkcm's conduct 
at Ottawa, in first promising and then 
refusing to submit to writing his prof- 
fered proposal.no one can be surprised 
if Mr. Mackenzie should be disinclined 
to treat^with such a shuffling trickster. 
"What is to be done? Shall Columbia 
be left to starve because Mr. Macken- 
zie cannot and Mr. Walkem will not 
make an advance ? There is one, and, 
bo far as wo can see, only one way 
open. Let the people arise in their 
might and compel the local Govern- 
ment either to advance or get out of 
the way! Tho public interests involv 
od aro altogethor too great to be thus 
subordinated to tho four portfolios 
which ha^'o at best only another year 
to run. It would bo infinitely better 
to pay these obstructionists their year's 
salary and get rid of them, so that the 
groat works might go forward and tho 
inevitable tide of prosperity roll over 
the country. If the Government will 
not act, the people must even take tho 
matter into their own hands. The 
necessity is great and Mackonzio is 
■waiting. 

The North-west Amnesty 

The Report of the Committee ap- 
pointed by the Dominion Houso of 
Commons to enquire into matters con- 
nected with tho disturbance in tho 
North-west has occasioned no little 
controversy in tho press. It is with 
sorrow that we have to confess that 
the fresh revelations therein involved 
are, to speak figuratively, "another 
nail in Sir John Macdonald's political 
coffin." Not only does it appear that 
Sir John sanctioned the payment of 
large sums of secret service money to 
Louis Riel in order to induce that no- 
table individual to keep beyond tho 
roach of tho law at the very timo that 
he solemnly declared, to "Would hea- 
ven that I could catch him!"— but it 
now appears beyond tho possibility of 
doubt that if ho did not absolutely 
promise him amnesty, he led him dis- 
tinctly to expect it. Take, for exam- 
ple tho following passage from the 
evidence given by Mr. Masson before 
the Committee:— "Sir John requested 
me to assure Father Kichot that the 
question of amnesty would bo settled 
to his entiro satisfaction before his de- 
parture from Ottawa." Mr. Masson 
hesitated about being tho bearer of 
this message, not liking tho responsi- 
bility and implaying doubt as to its 
fulfillment, whereupon Sir John said: 
"Masson, I toll you can take it." 
Again: 

"On tho 14th of Juno, when, on 
first approaching mo as to my entering 
tho Cabinot, in responso to ray state- 
ment that I could not tako tho respon- 
sibility of helping to conduct tho af- 
fairs of tho country unloss tho amnesty 
was grantod, Langevin told mo that 
onthatscoro there was no difficulty; 
that tho amnesty was a settled affair; 
that it would bo grantod either before 
or immediately after tho next Session; 
that the Government would tako hold 
of it."

Tho Mayor took the Chair at 7:35 p.m. 
Present — Couus. Gowen, Taylor, Drum- 
niond, Mitchell, Hayward and Morton. 

FINANCE. 

Tho following bills were referred to 
tho Finance Committee: Labor on streets 
8319. Hauling— Lakin, §24; Baker, $36; 
Ferris, §3150; Tierney, $36; AVolls, $.Mi; 
Strong, 830; Williams, $36; Brown, $33. 
Gas, 8121 25; Moody & Nelson, 836 90; 
Black, night watchman, 87 50; rent, 820. 

POUND. 

Tho Poundkeeper's monthly report 
showed 833 50 for fees. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

From W. Field requesting permission 
to tako up sidewalk m front of li. May- 
nard's store. Granted. 

From E. Plummer, stating that the 
Chamber of Commerce wished to call tho 
attention of the Corporation to tho fact 
that commercial travelers failed to com- 
ply with the law requiring thorn to take 
out licenses. The Clerk was instructed 
to inform the Chamber that tho law- 
would be enforced. 

From A. Gilmoro, calling the attention 
of tho Council to tho petition of Store 
street property-owners to have that street 
graded to the water side. Eeferrod to tho 
Street Committee. 

C-nEM.VTION. 

Prom tho Inspector of Police, stating 
that a Chinaman had gone into tho ceme- 
tery, exhumed a body, removed the flesh 
from the bones and boiled tho bones, 
much to tho disgust of tho neighborhood, 
permission having been granted by Dr. 
Ab1i. 

Coun. Drummoud said that this was a 
substantial proof that his statement at 
last moating was correct, although ho had 
been ridiculed by The Colonist, which 
Bftid that the body was that of a pig. He 
moved that tho communication be receiv- 
ed and the oflicers bo instructed by tho 
Mayor to prevent any such nuisanco in 
future. 

Coun. Morton moved in amendment 
Sfehat an action bo immediately commenc- 
ed by the City Barrister against Dr. Ash, 
Provincial Secretary, for permitting such 
an act. 

Coun. Hayward said that Dr. Ash 
might have given permission as Trustee 
of the Cemetery Board to remove tho re- 
mains, as ho frequently did. 

Coud. Morton contended that tho prac- 
tice should bo stopped and Dr. Ash prose- 
cuted. 

Coun. Mitchell reminded Coun. Drnm- 
mond that it was he (Mitchell) who had 
cailod the body a pig. 

The communication was received. 

SMALL-POX. 

A communication from the City Barris- 
ter recommending that tho question of 
expense of earing for tho last smallpox 
patients bo referred to tho Dominion 
Government. The communication en- 
' closed an affidavit from Jano Perry stat- 
ing that the disease broke out beforo tho 
arrival of tho Prince Alfred hero. 

Coun. Morton complained that his tak- 
ings had fallen off $700 during the month 
of August in consequence of a letter in 
tho Standard newspaper in relation to 
this quarantine matter and defended him- 
aelf from the imputation cast upon him. 

The recommendation was adopted. 

BELL TOWBB. 

Coun. Mitchell as chairman of commit- 
tee asked for another week. Granted. 

Coun. Hayward moved that the Water 
Commissioner be instructed to lay before 
the Council at next mooting a report and 
fiaancial statement of tho Water Works 
account and the approximate amount of 
■ outstanding liabilities. 

Coun. Oowen secondod and tho motion 
■was carried. 

THE LOTS. 

Couu. Hayward moved that the Coun- 
cil refrain from paying any money on ac- 
oount of tho lots until tho opinion of the 
Barrister bo obtained on the legality of the 
by-law. Ho had been requested to sign 
a ohoquo only last week on this account 
and he had refused. 

He had found that tho City Barrister 
had clearly given his opinion to tho offect 
that the by-law must be published for 7 
days aud also that tho account must be 
paid out of this year's revenue. 

Tho Mayor said he instructed the Clerk 
to draw the cheque, accused Coun. Hay- 
ward of taking tho cheque without any 
authority to do so and ho had then in- 
structed tho Clerk to draw tho second 
ohequo and get it signed. 

Coun. Hayward denied a good deal of 
the Mayor's assertions. Ho said he had 
instructed tho Clerk not to draw any 
cheque for tho purpose as the legality of 
the purchase was not clear. 

Couu. Morton corroborated tho stato- 
- mont of Couu. Haj ward and a long and 
acrimonious debato ensued as to tho pro- 
priety of Coun. Hay ward's act, and explan- 
ations wero made by tho Clerk and the 
Messongor which wore deemed satisfacto- 
ry. Coun. Morton and Hay ward's ro- 
marks wero greatly applauded. 

It was shown that tho City Barrister 
had given hiB opinion that the purchase 
of tho lots on tho plan proposed was ille- 
gal. 

Coun. Drummond said tho resolution 
to purohuse tho lots was passed unani- 
mously. 

Coun. Morton — That is false. 

Couu. Drummond contended that tho 
best thing they could do was to pay for 
tho lots at once. 

Coun. Hayward— I told you that that 
would bo tho result. 
"' Couns. Mitchell and Taylor spoko 
strongly in favor of tho purchase, and 
Coun. Taylor moved that the lots bo pur- 
chased out of this year's revenue 

Coun. Drummond seconded and show- 
ed that tho funds wero ample for the pur- 
pose. 

Coun. Hayward replied that lie had ur- 
ged that tho Clerk should draw up a caro- 
fully proparod statement; but this has not 
. boon nllowed. Now Coun. Drummond 



ho had cooked (Coun. Drummond object- 
ed to tho word cooked). Hayward oontiu- 
ued that if Biich a statement bo prepared 
lie would bo able to prove that tho City 
is in debt. Ho contended that the Mayor, 
having solomnly promised not to sign 
a ehequo for more than 81500, could not 
do otherwiso now or break his word. Ho 
said that tho difficulty of tho non-pay- 
ment of tho cheques had forcod upon them 
the resolution of payment for tho Jots out 
of this year's revenue — a resolution which 
tho majority wore dotermined to carry 
out. (Applause.) 

Tho Mayor favored immediato payment 
for the lots and said that when ho pro- 
miced not to sign a cheque for moro than 
81500 ho believed Coun Hay ward's state- 
ment as to tho liabilities was correct. Ho 
now found that that statement was incor- 
rect. 

Coun. Morton said that at the interview 
which he and Coun. Hayward had with 
tho City Barrister, Mr. Robertson dis- 
tinctly said tho Mayor had misled him into 
tho belief that the lots wero to bo paid for 
out of tho current yoar's rovenuo and 
nothing had been said to him about pay- 
ments of $1500 a year, and ho said they 
must either swallow their own words and 
pay for tho lots out of tho current rovonuo 
or allow the bylaw to fall through. Ho 
(Coun. Morton) declared that tho lots 
wsro not worth $3000 and tho Mayor 
know it. (Applauso and tho Mayor called 
order) . Coun Morton contended that tho 
lots wero not cheap and ho behoved them 
to be assessed at their full value. 

Coun Hayward, seconded by Couu. Mor- 
ton, moved that tho Council shall not pay 
any sum on the lots until tho opinion of 
tho City Barrister bo obtained as to tho 
legality of tho bylaw, and reported to the 
Council. 

Au nmondmont was pioposed by Coun. 
Taylor, seconded by Coun. Drumniond 
that tho lots bo paid for at oneo; curried. 

Couu. Morton moved that Couu. Hay- 
ward's letter of protest to tho Clork bo 
read which, after some confusion, was 
done. 

Couu. Mitchell moved that tho Clork 
bo instructed to inform tho City Barrister 
that no opinion bo given at tho exponso 
of Council to liny member of tho Council 
in his private capacity, except the Mayor, 
and also, that tho applioation must ho 
made in writing. 

Coun. Drummond seoonded. 

Couu. Morton said that ho was sorry to 
find that such a resolution should lind 
either mover or seconder. Tho Barrister 
had said that ho had been deceived in tho 
mattor. Ho had boon allowed to believe 
that the xu-ico would bo paid for out of 
this year's rovonuo. Ho characterized t ho 
conduct of the supporters of this motion 
as villanous. 

Coun. Taylor (rising in oxoitement and 
seizing a bound volume) — Coun. Morton, 
you ought to be ashamed of yourself, you 
scoundrel! His voice was drowned in a 
general cry for "order." 
^ After a few remarks from Coun. Hay- 
ward tho motion was carried aud the Coun- 
cil adjourned.

A NOVEL PROJECT- 

"Teaching the Young (Si wash) Idea 
How to Shoot." 

Cnpt. C. E S. Macdonald, a wealthy 
Scotch resident of San Francisco, has 
been in our midst for some days on an 
errand both unique aud philanthropic. 
Wo understand that his object is, briefly, 
to organize a body of young Indians of 
tho western and eastern prairies and Van- 
couver Island, and instruct and perfect 
them in tho science of arms, firmly be- 
lieving that they will furnish tho finest 
material for soldiers, and to demonstrate 
to tho Government aud others that tho 
ill-used and hitherto considered useless 
Indians, now a burden and avaste.vpenso 
to maintain, can, under a proper system 
of instruction and discipline, bo utilizod 
for the public benefit and mado a servic- 
abloand efficient branch of Government 
troops, thus advancing civilization among 
thorn and elevating their moral and phy- 
sical condition, so that instead of boing 
tho victims, as they aro now. of tho fraud 
and rapacity of tho speculator and hunt- 
ed like wild beasts, tho poor Indians will 
find shelter and protection among us and 
become our friends and faithful allies. 
We aro glad to learn that Capt. Macdon- 
ald's object will bo forwardod aud aided 
by tho offioials and other prominent ci- 
tizons in this Province Wo boliovo tho 
intention of tho projector is to securo six 
Indian youths from different tribes on 
tho Island with tho consent of their par- 
ents or guardians, furnishing ample so- 
curity for their proper treatment aud safe 
return to tho Province, and tako them to 
San Francisco, whoro with 24 other In- 
dians they will bo sent to school, taught 
to read and writo, and instructed in tho 
art of arms as originated by Capt. Mac- 
donald, who took a company of San Fran- 
cisco Zouavos to tho East a year ago and 
won tho most flattering enconiuma from 
experienced military men in the largest 
cities— appearing at times beforo 200,000 
spectators on tho continent, mid traveling 
over an area of 10,000 miles, giving fre- 
quent exhibitions blindfolded. An idea 
of Capt. Macdonald'B system may bo 
gathored from tho following oxtract from 
tho Now York Sun, which wo Beloctfroin 
a scoro of others in loading papers: 

" Tho San Francisco Cadets gave their 
first exhibition in this city in the Seventh 
Regiment Armory last evening. They 
are the guests of tho Seventh, and that 
fact was sufllciont of itself to assonjblo a 
hall full of spectators. The cadets num- 
ber ninety- til rro men, commanded by 
Capt. Macdonald aud Lieut. Bigley. 

The drilling squad last evening con- 
sisted of twenty files. Thoy entered tho 
largo drill room in a column of twos, aud 
after exhibiting their proficiency in 
chapging from twos to fours while on the 
march and ,ovou in tho act of facing 
about, their peculiar skill qf drilling 
blindfold was exhibited. Capt. Macdon- 
ald says that tho theory of executing 
manoeuvres by rujo and not by sight en- 
ables men to operate as efficiently by 
night as by day. His succoss in drilling 
a choBon few under this theory was pro- 
nounced marvelous by tho military men 
who witnessed it. 

Tho first peculiar evolution was exe- 
cuting tho manual of arms blindfold to 
tho tap of tho drum. Tho men wero 
drawn up in column of fours, with wido 
spaces, and after exocuting every order 
of handling orms— order, oa,rry, support, 
right shoulder, shift, present, arms uv 
port, loading, aiming and back to order 
again— no variation in tho alignment was 
noticeable Blindfold marching to the 
word of command was next exhibited. 
Starting in closo column of twos, tho 
alignment was changed to fours, sixes 
and eights, theii front in line, and back 
to oloso column of twos, with as little 
variation as though tho men wero pup- 
pets responding to tho wire. Tho moro 
difficult wheelings woro next executed. 
Right wheel on centre pivot and about 
facing, left wheel in two ranks and four 
ranks, woro repeated several times, and 
when tho command halted finally in two 
perfectly dressed ranks applauso was 
showered on them. 

After more marching evolutions, which 
were executed with precision, bayonets 
wero fixed and tho skirmish drill was per- 
formed. Bearing in mind tho necessity 
for koopiug the spacing accurate in this 
drill, thoir remarkable proficiency will 
bo scon in the fact that in tho loading and 
firing on face and back, in singlo aud in 
four ranks, rallies in twos, fours and 
oights, there was no bad alignment, no 
mistake. When tho command took off 
their blindfolds in two ranks, thoir dress 
was as near perfect as if they had mea- 
sured overy stop of tho various evolutions 
by oyo. 

Their rifles wore next exchanged for 
Springfield muskets, with tho old-fashion- 
ed bayonet, and the bayonet exorcise was 
performed, also blindfold. This drill, in 
itH rapid changes, with the greater varie- 
ty of positions in which tho musket is 
held, demands moro movement than the 
skirmish tactics. Thoy woro so success- 
ful in the thrusts and parries, guard and 
lnnge, that a stormy oncoro demanded a 
repetition. Tho closing performance was 
tho skirmish drill, with the blindfold re- 
moved. Tho movement of rallying around 
tho flag in hollow square and in oights, 
with ranking fours, was introduced for 
effect, and was executed with wonderful 
precision."

His father gets a toll of $-10 
for every ton oj fregiht, and $G for 
overy animal that goes into Dease 
Lako over his trail. Do you think he 
would call tho country a bilk ? No, 
sir, not at that price. If Capt. Parsons 
gets $80 per ton for freight, and $25 
from each passenger exclusir j of meals 
and a "bunk" from Fort Wrangel lf>0 
miles up tho rivor; would ho cull it a 
bilk? Certainly not. 1 heard a spec- 
ulator say the other day that "no man 
had any business to leavo the country 
without money; and that none but loaf- 
ers and men who would not work, went 
back." Lot him or any other man 
como on Dease Creek and see hundreds 
of poor follows wot and hungry, trying 
to drag out an existence on beans and 
flour, straight, going around prospect- 
ing or trying to bog a day's work at 
any price. And then say that "none 
but loafers or idlers return." Or if 
Mr. Nelson makes a hundred thousand 
dollars should he call tho country a 
bilk ? No. It's the biggest thing yet 
(for , "by mighty"). Butit appears to 
mo in a country like this, certain peo- 
ple havo an infatuation for lying. Look 
at thoso of the "Peter" sta-up, who 
has induced mon to como here by tho 
scoro from Piocho and elsewhere, and 
in another season ho would havo lied 
enough to have brought women and 
children from Siberia. 

But I am writing this for the benefit 
of my friends and to them I saw

If you do, you will return without it. 

Outside of a half a dozen of claims 
on Dcaso Crook, tho country is not lit 
for Chinaman's diggings. Two or throe

Tho distance fram Dease Lake to 
Telegraph Crook in my estimation i» 
not over 75 miles^and for pack ani- 
mals equal to a macadamized road.with 
the best of pasturage for nearly the 
whole way. Tho pack trains make the 
round trip in 8 and 9 days, and tho 
Indians in (J, and ono packer told ma 
that 10 to 12 cents would be big freight 
on this route. But it appears tho 
game of "grab" has been played to th« 
detriment of tho many with remarka- 
ble boldness by a few who hold tho 
■oins for the time being.
